In thin country, we 
cannot proceed by bill, because the Constitution 
prescribes another method— nemtly, eddraas. 
A rteolottoa of _ both Houses, without any 
judicial eKemination or heering of Titnneil. 
would complete atl that can He dona 
in the removal of a Judge,— leaving th* Crown 
to carry out, or not, the requeat ur the other 
bianchae of the Legielature.

Turning to England, w* find that, under 
a system varying from that proscribed by 
our Constitution, tbe process is somewhst dif- 
ferent, A petition against the conduct of a 
Judge would bo immediately received by the 
Pariisment. If, in the opinion of any me'ribsrs 
of the House, there rasa fair ground fur moving 
farther, a committee would be appointed to en- 
quire into the matter, and on the report of thst 
committee an impeachment mi^hl ba deter- 
mined by the House, and managers ap- 
ointed. The perton clurged would then 
ealled to appear bafote the highest 
tr.bunal — the House of Peer*. In conducting 
his trial, all the forms of law would be obrerved 
— witnesses would be examined, counsel would 
be heard, and before judgment could be pio- 
nounced the amplest opportunity would be given 
for defence. Prnceadingio another form, namely, 
by hill, the judicial process would be maintained 
ao far u compatible with the forms of legialation 
Thus, when a divorce ef Queen Cabcili-* was 
contemplated by her royal spouse, a Bill of P.ina 
and Penalties wu introduced by ihe Go vera - 
iruvnL Th* preamble of the bi'l 
was .upported, it will be iwn.rnoered. by Dm 
rout witnesses, and t equivalent to a verdict 
of guilty or not guilty, waa sought by 
a ngtd ohiervance of all judicial forms.

The eonntry people themselves, it is said, are 
weary of the struggle into which they have basn 
forced by their great landowner., and would 
willingly come to terms \ u a proof of which 
better reeling we are informed that snpnliespour 
daily into Outram'i camp.

erroneous system which had been previously 
pursued had been the result of a fundamental 
error and miBimdeiitanding of the piincipli- of 
colonisation which EoglaLd showed in common 
with nil the colonising nations of Europe, a system 
which made commercial monopoly the only basis 
of the connection between the n.jthsr country 
and hrr colonies, That error had h;en pro- 
ductive of rainy evil consequences, as struggles 
for Ihe poasessiun of colonies between European 
nations and the angry separation of her Ameri- 
can dependencies from Kngland. 11 u 1 England 
had at last bought her experience in this matter, 
and hid turned the lesson to sreount. It bss 
taken many generations to remedy the evil ; but 
at last it had been done, and (hn connection be- 
tween England and her colonies was now, in 
truth, one of good-will, loyalty ind affection. 
The colonies were now free ; their virtues were 
their own, and their failings would be their own 
dsn ; and to them equally with England her- 
self wis committed the ddty of maintaining the 
honour of the land of their fathers. 

Sir J. Pakington acknowledged the cordiality 
with which his name had been received, and ex- 
pressed his pleasure at haring the opportunity 
afforded him af becoming associated with gen- 
tlemen whose names he had long known. He 
heartily ioiced a* an Engl id h citizen, as a mem- 
ber nf Parliament, and ai one who had been 
entrusted, although for a short time, with the 
administration of our colonial empire — (cheers) 
— in an earnest wish that the prosperity of Aus- 
tralia might long continue. He urged the 
BSeilsity of that conciliatory policy which had 
been recently adopted to our colonies. He 
pointed Co the rapid rise of the Australian pro- 
vinces ; and, u an instance of ]., 
stated that not 30 years ago, when 
Lord Aberdeen was Colonial Secretary, 
penniaaion was refused to emigrants 
to erect ■ settlement at Port Philip, on the 
ground that the colonies of Australia were 
already sufficient!? extensive. That very pru. 
vioee hod in the last year collected four million* 
of revenue, its export* were eight millions, and 
had snipped 100 tons of gold. (Hear, hear.) 
The loyalty and affection of Australia 
for the mother couniry had been 
signally displayed by a contribution of
